Our City Library and How to 
Help it. 
To the Editor of the Times—Sm: 
Our worthy Mayor is using his influ- 
ence, with the Council and otherwise, 
to enlarge our Library and increase its 
usefulness by adding to it books much 
needed, and by many of its patrons 
loudly called for. 
In these efforts he desires, and has 
a right to expect, the co-operation of al] 
who believe that a good library is ‘a great 
public benefit. 
Every patron and friend of the Li- 
brary can aid in this work in one way 
or another; can, without interfering 
with or dictating to those in authority 
(including the Purchasing Committee), 
help them very materially by showing a 
keen, lively interest in the prosperity of 
the Library; by bringing to their notice, 
in a quiet, systematée way, books which 
they have read, or read of, and in other 
ways that will readily suggest them- 
selves to any one interested in the 
building up of a good library. 

I do not know who the members of 

the Purchasing Committee are. I do 
not doubt, however, that they are com- 
petent and qualified to discharge their 
important duties, and I should not as- 
sume to advise them. I venture to hope, 
however, that they keep in their desk 
for constant reference such a book as 
‘“‘The Best Reading,’’ which is in the 
Library; that they procure also the 
weekly and monthly ‘Lists of Books” 
mentioned in it; that they consult care- 
fully the advertising pages of ‘‘Harper’s’’ 
and ‘*The Century,’’ and make for their 
own use lists of books compiled trom 
the above sources. I know if this is 
done they will be able at any time to 
select the best books out on any given 
subject and will know the price of the 
same. And then, that the funds at 
their command may go as far as possi- 
ble, they will of course supply them- 
selves with the catalogues of the large 
publishing houses, such as the Harper’s 
and others, and of the large dealers, 
such as Clark & Co., of Cincinnati, 
who represent every leading publisher 
and make wonderful reductions on large 
orders to libraries. And they can save 
much money by dealing with Estes & 
Laurant, of Boston, whose catalogues of 
secondhand books offer great induce- 
ments to buyers, and with the ‘‘Useful 
Knowledge Publishing Co.,’’ of New 
York, J. B. Alden, agent, where excel— 
lent standard works are sold for less 
than half the usual cost and large reduc- 
tions made in addition to large buyers. 
Not forgetting that the large libraries of 
Boston, Philadelphia and other places 
will often sell very cheaply to libraries 
duplicates from their own shelves. 
One other suggestion to the Purchas- 
ing Committee: If they will require 
the Librarian to keep a blank book, ac- 
cessible to the public, in which any one 
may enter the title of any desired book, 
they will be able to know, at any time, 
what books are most in demand. 

After all is done, however, funds will 
run sbort, and many books that are 
called for cannot be promptly supplied. 
Let me, therefore, mention a few meth- 
ods, successfully used elsewhere, that 
would, I think, work equally well here. 
1. Let every patron, every friend, of 
our Library, at lesst once each year, 
look carefully over his home library, 
select therefrom a book he knows to be 
good and donate it to our Public Li- 
brary. He does not thereby lose the 
book, but can still read it again, and, in 
addition to his one book, each one will 
get, under this plan, the use of other 
good books. Only be careful here! 
Don’t select books ‘‘good enough to 
give away.’ Select your very best, and 
if that one is already on the shelves, try 
again. 

2. Allowa certain number of sub- 
scribers each year to pay their subscrip- 
tion with a good book, at, say, half its 
original price. 

3. Many have valuable books which 
they would gladly sell at half price, or 
less, so that they may buy others. Ar- 
range so that such persons may submit 
lists of any such books, with prices, and, 
if the books are desirable ones, buy 
them. 

To carry out these suggestions(in case 
they find favor) the librarian must at all 
times be able to know at a glance just 
what books belong to the library. 

May I suggest that a better catalogue 
would help her very greatly here? In 
the one nowin use books are entered 
under but one letter. If you know the 
author and the subject (general and 
special) you can ascertain whether it 1s 
there or not. But knowing the author 
only won't helpif the book is entered 
simply under the subject, and vice versa. 
To illustrate: I wanted to consult 
lately a book on the culture of pears. 
I looked under ‘‘P’’ for pears, ‘‘C’’ for 
culture and ‘‘F’’ for fruits, to no pur- 
pose, and then, not remembering the 
author’s name, was compelled to read 
the entir@ catalogue, finding 1t under 
That the ‘‘intelligent compositor’ 
made it read *‘Quinn on Hair Culture’’ 
does not alter the illustration. A good 
catalogue must have every book entered 
under from two to four letters according 
toits nature. I know such a one is ex- 
pensive, and probably cannot be hoped 
for at present, though anyone skilled in 
such matters could for a moderate sum 
make a written one for library use and 
keep it constantly up to date, ready for 
use when that could be afforded. : 

I think, also, that the following plan 
might serve for temporary use: Pro- 
cure a catalogue from some one of our 
best libraries, and let some one go care- 
fully through it and underscore or other- 
wise mark the books there entered 
which belong at any time to our library, 
and use this.
